Of course, i recognize toe 
fact that the separation which exists betweeu tho 
acting Senators and actiuc Representatives who 
are already, or may hereafter be elected in the 
Southern Status, is understood to indicate n cor- 
responding alienation between the constituen- 
cies of those parties respectively, but this doci 
not affect the view 1 have taken of the case. It 
only shows that what is wanted, is rcconcliatlon 
between the alleuntcd-constitucncice, ati welt an 
between separated representatives. Let the re- 
conciliation be made first, either In CungrcsH or 
In any of tlia constituencies, and It will follow in 
th« other place immediately. The country ex- 
hibits, atthlft moment, this extraordinary and In- 
teresting phenomenon, a nation ot Stales not 
only kindred, but also allied, yet rival mid hostile 
to each other. For such a condition, mutual 
reconciliation lathe only practical remedy. We 
are prepared now to* aak, "What hinders tlie lip- 
plication of that remedy In thoL^i^haiv*; 0 MU- 
cils?" The President's position Is absolutely 
taken, well defined, and universally understood. 
It is thiB,hamely, that so mr and so fasi us tho un- 
represented States represent themselves In a loyal 
attitude by representatives unqestlonubl/ loyal 
they arc entitled to representation In Congress 
equally with all other Statcti and just :i.-i wflliis if 
there bad been no .rebellion. Tho UepreauntA- 
tlvcs of the National Uuion party In Con^rcaa do 
uot yet agree with the I'resittcnt, but I think they, 
differ only inrcgard to non-csscntiale." Some are. 
understood to insist that the people of no State 
ought to reserve the right of secession or disu- 
nion. The I/resident aays exactly the same thing. 
A Slate thai should claim to rcsertea right of se- 
cession could riot be loyal. Others contend that 
after rebellion a State ought not to he accepted 
which h,fli8tfl;upon or .admits ibe validity of :iiu 
debts of the rebellion. The President says ex- 
actly the saint* thing. A State that should in- 
sist upon the validity of such debts could not be 
loyal. Other* argue that, n* a consequence of 
the abolition ,of slavery, a change «f basis of 
representation baa become desirable and acces- 
sary. This can be done only by amending the 
Constitution of the ' United State*. While Con- 
gress are yet unable to agree among themaelv«0 
upon the form of such AH unienduicut, the Presi- 
dent says, "let u* amend the Constitution so as 
to proportion representation, according to sitf- 
frmre. These seem to me to be the only essential* 
of reconciliation. Two of them are already se- 
cured by the uurcprcseDted States In their Con* 
9 ti tut ion. The third, Is a work of time requiring 
the action of three-fourths of the State by »mcn(f- 
incnt of the Constitution. Why then the delay 
of reconciliation by Congre*3. when they agree 
upon essentials? With some it may he ft matter 
of temper. They ask, wliy shoold Congress be 
expected to 'AgreA with the President upon hi* 
plan rather than he be expected to agree with 
Congress upon a plan to be originated by them? 
I answer because the President 1ms a plan, and 
Congress has, as yet, proponed none, at leant 
none, that 1* imracdiataiv practicable. But, in 
truth, It Is not a queuiou which of the two, the 
President or Congress* has devised or shall de- 
vise i plan of reconciliation, Neither the Presi- 
dent or Conf[re*s could arbitrarily devise and 
irojvct one In thi*. CMC. -We *pcak habitually 
nd even flippantly of the pvlicy which the Pres- 
ident supports as if it were a plan that had fwen 
conceived and framed In hfe own bruin. It f« no 
such thing. It U a plan wbichgrow up «« Topsy 
grew, out of the unavoidable predestined change 
from war to. peace. What was required wan a 
form orrecoimrnctlon that shonid be rcMonnbly 
acceptnble to both purtlm while U should Imr- 
moulcc with rkturalQf:, loyally and renewed alle- 
glnnce in the SliUc*, which were involved In tho 
rchclllon and ihould At the iMme time secure to 
All tAilfo* their exact constitntlon*. r1gl.t«
